TWiozart Sertes 


“olfaang Amadeus Mozart is a name which. 
even beraters of music cannot help but respect 
through reputation. He was not a areat vio- 
later of musical conventions of his time, 
yet he had no need to break the rules. Born 
in 1756, at an early age he qained recogni- 
tion of his brilliance from his father, Leo- 
pold, who trained him on the violin, oraan 
and clavier. At age 14 Mozart was appointed 
konzertmeister to the Archbishop of Salzbure. 
Two years later the Archbishop died and was 
replaced by Hieronymus Colloredo, whom Mozart 
areatly disliked. The feelina was mutual. 

In 1777 Mozart took a leave of absence to look 
for a new position, travelina to Paris and 
Mannheim in the process. In 1779 he returned 
to Salzburg and reassumed his old job, but 

he just couldn't stand it, so he moved to Vi- 
enna in 1781 where he stayed until his death 
a decade later, Mozart died the way musicians 
are supposed to; young, a pauper and unrec- 
oanized, 

Because this is the 219th anniversary of 
Mozart's birth, KRAB decided it an appropriate 
time to honour him. Thus the listener will 
find concerts of his works on Thursday after- 
noons, at 3:30, beginning in May and continu- 
ina into June.
